A few days ago Levi Farley, a broth- 
er of Hall's second wife received a let- 
ter from Mrs. Hall No. 1 which stated 
the facts and Hall was immediately ar- 
rested as soon as Farley learned that 
the story was true. 


Hall waived examination in Justice 
Nichol's court today and was placed 
under $1.000 bail which he was unable 
to furnish.

21.—The divers today 
continued the work of trying to recover 
the bodies of the victims of the disaster 
to battleship Maine.

cured at the wreck today. 


The feeling of sorrow that was so 
lavishly manifested in Havana the day 
following the disaster has largely dis- 
appeared and there are many cypres 
sions of glee among the Spaniards over 
the alVair.

Masrazine Is Intact. 


The 
Chicago 
Times-Herald, 
mouthpiece of the administratii n in 
Chicago,gave the following information 
this morning: 


It is semi-oiricially stated in Key 
West, dispatches from Havana to the 
contrary notwithstanding, that divers 
have absolutely ascertained that the 
powder nuiga/.ine of the Maine is intact, 
and hence the disaster could not have 
been caused by its explosion. 


From high authority in Havana it is 
learned that, whatever the cause of the 
disaster, the harbor is, and for a long 
time has been, lined with 
submarine 
mines and torpedoes, which at any time 
could be exploded from the shore by 
means of electrical connections. 


The naval board of inquiry, 
under 
instruiitions 
from 
.Secretary 
Long, 
abandoned its plan to begin its inves- 
tigation at Key West and sailed from 
that city for Havana, where it 
will 
open its woi'k today. 


Captain Sigsbee, in a telegram to the 
navy department, denies that he has 
maiie the declaration that the di.-astei 
was not an 
accident. 
The 
feeling 
among ollicials in Washington is that 
dclinite facts in regard to the explosion 
may not be obtainable for a 
week. 
Naval exnerts, though, inclhie to the 
belief that the Maine was wrecked by 
a submarine mine or a torpedo. 


President McKinley and

stand for delay until an 
investigation 
shows where the culpability, if any. 
lies. 
If it should develo|j that Spain 
or Spaniards are responsible for the 
catastrophe the Madrid 
government 
will be held to a strict accountability 
In all senses into which that word can 
be construed.

Ionia, Feb. 21.—State Banking Com- 
missioner Josiah E. Just died of heart 
disease at his home on East Washing 
ton street Saturday night. 
He had just 
returned from choir practice at the 
Methodist Episcopal church, and upon 
entering the home went and lay down 
on a couch, comnlaining to his wife 
that he felt very badly. 
She immedi- 
ately telephoned for assistance, but 
about live minutes after a physician ar 
rived Mr. Just died. 
He has been in 
a iparent perfect health up till last 
n ght, when"it was seen during choir 
practice that he was not feeling as 
usual. 


Mr. Just was one of the most promi- 
nent of lonians and one could not have 
been taken who would have been missed 
more than he. 
He was at 
present 
cashier of the Ionia ciuinty 
Savings 
bank and had extensive business inter 
ests in the city. 
In politics Mr. Just 
was a strong Pingree man and owed his 
present position as bank examiner to 
the governor. 
He was 48 years of age.

Fury of Waves. 


Chicaj;»:©, Feb. 21.—The Graham ti- 
Morton liner, City of Traverse, started 
from St. .loseph at 8 o'clock yesterday 
mornini,^ bound for Milwaukee. 
After 
buiVetin^' a heavy sea running'due south 
Captain .Stewart was jjlad to put into 
Chicaiio. 
He arrived here at 1::{U p. 
m. and will not make another attempt 
to reach the Cream City until the storm 
abates. 
The waves washed u^'-ainstthe 
steamer and made the passaj^e one of 
the rou}?hest the vessel has attempted 
during the winter. 
All movable arti- 
cles had to be secured to prevent a dis- 
astrous breaka^'^e. 
Tables were over- 
turned. chairs bumped from one side of 
the cabin to the other, and the crew 
with ditliculty escaped sustaininjj in- 
^U'ies. The vessel rocked like a cradle, 
''ihere were no passeng^ers. 
] No boats went out from Chicago dur- 
ing the day. 
The City of i^ouisville. 
flue to leave here on Saturday, made 
no attempt to light the waves. 
The 
Atlanta of the Goodricli line arrived 
from Milwaukee early in the morning. 
The Iowa of the Goodrich line, 
from 
Manitowoc to Milwaukee and Chicago, 
found it impossible to enter the Mil- 
waukee harbor and put over to Grand 
Haven for safety. 
The Fremont of the 
Hurson line, Milwaukee to Chicago, ie 
also tied up here.

sure of getting a vote at the time fixed, 
a week from today. 
The expectation

able debate. 
It is understood to be 
Allen’s intention to make an effort to 
secure the incorporation in the bill as 
an amonrtment of his provision for the 
recognilitin of Cuban belligerency, and 
if he should make this effort the result 
might be a general discussion of the 
Cuban question.

As Allen's amendment was adversely 
reported from the committee on foreign 
relations Hale will raise a point of or­ 
der against it.

I t M ay Get In to a H ot C uban D ebute an d It 
AIko May Not. 


W ashington, Feb. 21.—Unless the Cu­ 
ban question or some phase of the Maine 
disaster should come before the house 
this week the time, with the exception 
of today (which under an arrangem ent 
made last week will be given up to the 
consideration of private bills) will be 
devoted, nominally at least, to the sun­ 
dry civil ai»proprlatlon bill. 


This bill will be rei>orted to the hou.se 
today. It is a very voluminous measure, 
containing all the odds and ends of ap­ 
propriations. as its name indicates, and 
Is usually productive of more protracted 
contests than any of the other appro­ 
priation bills. It is understood that the 
information regarding the situation In 
Cuba asked for last week by the house 
has been prepared by the state depart­ 
ment and is ready for transmittal. 


Some of the consular reports bearing 
on the situation have been edited in 
some places, but It is said that the situ­ 
ation presented probably will call for 
some action before the information goes 
to the house this week. For this reason, 
and in view of the condition of public 
sentiment pending the result of the spe­ 
cial Investigation into the cause of the 
disaster to the Maine, it is considered 
probable that the answer of the state 
department will be withheld for several 
days. 
In the face of the catastrophe 
which has occurred the members of the 
house, who have usually pushed to the 
fore on the occasion of any sensational 
development either In foreign or domes­ 
tic aifairs, were ominously silent last 
week. 


The extreme gravity of the situation 
and the far-reaching consequences of 
hasty or ill-considered action tended to 
disarm them, but at any time during 
the consideration of the appropriation 
bill—where the widest latitude In debate 
Is allowed—a stirring debate Involving 
the recent sensational events in connec­ 
tion with the explosion of the Maine, 
the recall of the Spanish minister ai*l 
the latest developments in Cuba may 
be precipitated. But those in authority, 
by keeping the appropriation bill In the 
right-of-way, can easily prevent actual 
action by the house If they so desire, 
and the prevailing opinion of the con­ 
servative leaders on both sides is that 
both action and agitation are out of 
place until the facts upon which a calm 
judgment can be predicated are known.

Rev George A. Sahlin lectupcd on 
Dr. Martin Luther at the First Univei*- 
sallst churcli last 
eveninir. 
In his 
opening prayer he thanked God for tho 
life and the work of tbe I leformation 
and also for the life and good deeds of 
Frances E. Willard. 


Luther was a poor boy and he sang 
his way into the hearts of the peoi)le 
and iang his way through school. 
He 
afterwards wi-ote a hjniii tiiat is the 
battle cry of 1 ’rolestant Germany. 
Ho 
became a monk and one day while 
standing with a companion the other 
was killed by lightning while he was 
unharmed. Lulhor looked upon this as 
a special mark of (Jod’s goodness to 
him. 
He made a oilgrimage to Home 
to worship and while there he dis­ 
covered that the peoplu of the capitol 
were nul religious and he returned 
with his eyes oj)eu to the wickedness of 
ihe (diurch. 
So wlien Tet/.el went 
about selling indulgeneies or forgive­ 
ness for sin.*? conuuiLled anti those in 
mind to be eommitted Luther nailed 
his theses on the churcih dotirs of Wit- 
tenburg. 
He had no desire to go L)e- 
yond the limits of his own cliureh. 
He 
declared that men could not buy for- 
iriveness but that jusiiticution came by 
faith. 


He was summoned to 
Rome 
but 
would not go for fear that he never 
would return. 
The bold defense of 
Luther before the diet at Worms was 
applauded by the pastor. 
Some had 
criticised him because he asked time to 
prepare his answer, but the interval 
was spent in prayer and when he re­ 
turned lie thundered this detiance at 
liis accusers: 
“ I cannot do otherwise: 
here I stand: so help me (¡od.’’ 


••f^uther 
was lainuine.” said the 
speaker. 
‘41e was a human being with 
hopes and fears the same as you and I. 
in addition lo this he had a faith so 
strong that he believed that when up­ 
on his knees he asked for anything (iod 
could not refuse liim. 
He was known 
to spend hours at a time upon his 
knees. 
He was known to fast for day.«>. 
He was a lover of llowers, and a lover 
of music. 
He changed the music of the 
church from convent u)iuil chant lo the 
congregational hymn.” 


He died a gloomy, foreboding heart 
broken man. The reforms lie advo­ 
cated he failed to ^ee inauiriiraled, 
ll 
was one of tbe m5>lerien of his life that 
he was alli>wed lo die; a natural dt*aih. 


Without i.uther and hi^ 
refonns 
there trould not have been a IJniled 
Slates. 
Home was reaching out for 
worldly power and was seeking to es­ 
tablish a temporal kingdom upon whieh 
the sun would nevt*r sink.

Uur sailing mas­ 
ters, knowing the condition of our har­ 
bor. do not venture to run in here 
when a storm is on, but use the belter 
harbor of St. .Joseph.

that harbor: but it does not reijuire

amount for St. Josojih would e.xhaust 
tlie 
possibilties f »r all 
this 
part 
of liake .Michigan, and the few thmis- 
ands absolutely needed for Soutti Ha­ 
ven’s harbor w'ould he absolutely swal­ 
lowed up thereby. 
However much we 
love our neighbor, we tire not ivtjuired 
to love her more than ourselves: on tiu* 
other hand if we do not look after our 
own inlerests we shall be recreint to 
ourselvc.s. 
We are willing she shall 
have such a >um as will allow us to rt;- 
ceive a proiioriionate amount.

au:riiated. The order calls for at least 
twenty men and the necessary ollUers 
to take charge of such coast defence 
emplacements as have been completed 
and turned over to the war department. 


These defence works are planned and 
con.^ tructed by the engineer corps, ami 
the gun^ furnished by the ordjiance 
depiirtment. As sot»n as completed they 
are turned over to the war departm ent and 
men are at once detailed to care foi 
the expensive works and ordnance.

is said that a detail of twenty men ¿o

fighting 
force is barely suillcient to properly 
care for the pri>perty. There have been 
a number of these coast defence works 
cen-ph‘tely recently and the order de­ 
tailing men to care for them is merely 
a routine matter.

Local Committee Much Pleased With the Work 


of Mr. Hamilton. 


Committee Will Arrive Here Early Next Thurs 


day Morning.

The commlttoe arrived last nijiht in 
Chicago and will remain Ui<^rc until 
Thursiday morning, when they will 
leave by Bpecial train for St. .loscph 
and arrive here at 7 o^;lock in the 
morning. 


For many years the leading eiir/.ens 
of St. .losejdi and iiunton Harbor have 
discustied the growing needs of o\ir har­ 
bor. There have Vieen committees sent 
to WiMihlnirton to secure a large appro­ 
priation and In fact It ha;* i^eemed each 
year that the St. .loscph harlxn* would 
bo favored with enough money to put 
it in some kind of lit condition for ctnn- 
morce. But every tiling ha?« failed until 
the local river and harlnir committee, 
wbieh is coin)M)sed of cltb.ens from each 
city, put their «houlder to the wheel 
and commenced operation» In an en- 
Urolv DOW way that bids fair to be sue- 
oe^pioVaud St. Joseph liarlmr and the 
Bonton Harbor »hip canal stand In a 
fair way to got an appropriation of 
•120,000. 


It was only with the greatest elTort 
that the river and harbor committee 
wore persuaded to visit this port but 
by the persistent work of Congressman 
Hamilton, who was aided by Morris of 
Minnesota, it was decided that when 
tho eonimittee visited Chicago they 
would also visit St. Joseph and that 
ttioso two ports would be the only ports 
vislied by the committee. Too much 
cannot be said in praise of Congressman 
Hamilton who has fought long and 
bard to gain his tnilnt and has won and 
tho pcomo of tins community should 
and will appreciate hiselTorts. 


Upon the arrival of the special train 
from Chicago at St. Joseph the com­ 
mittee will be mot at the train by the 
ropresentative citi/.ens of lioth cities 
and escorted to the Hotel Whitcomb 
whore a banrjuet will be spread for 
about 100 invited guests. After the 
banquet, the committee will be taken 
out on the steamer City of Louisville, 
if the weather permits. If not, on the 
tug Andy and showed the condition of 
our harbor and it Is thought that after 
onoo looking at the nlers and the s|Mit 
where the steamer Duluth went down 
tbore will be no fear but what the ai>- 
proprlatlon asked for will be recom­ 
mended by this committee.

Mr. Sutuju 
resides In Washington and lias been a 
reat help to Congressman Hanalton 
n his work. 


It is urged by the local eommlttee 
that as many citizens as possible give 
the committee from Washington a 
boarty weleome. The best way to do 
this is to bo at the Big Four depot at
